Insurance 
Cancelled 

YORBA LINDA 
Superintendent Sterling Fox 
informed the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District Board 
of Trustees Thursday evening that 
Canadian Indemnity had cancelled 
its five year fire policy and forced 
the district to pay 2 V 2 times its 
former premium for new 
insurance. 

Fox told the board that under 
the old contract the district was 
paying 14 cents per thousand 
dollars of coverage. Now, insuring 
with three companies, the best 
rate the district can get is 38 cents 
per thousand. 

The district had budgeted $2987 
per year for insurance. They will 
now be paying $7,922 per year. The 
first 25% of any loss is non¬ 
deductible the rest of any loss 
carrying a $25,000 deductible. 
Previously there had been no 
deductible.

PLACENTIA — A zone change 
requested by the McCarthy 
Company for property south of 
Santa Fe Avenue, east of the 
freeway, and north of the Santa Fe 
Railroad was granted Tuesday 
evening by the Planning 
Commission.

Advice Offered 
On Tax Returns 


(Editors Note: This is the 
second in a series on ways 
you can save on your income 
tax return this year. The 
articles are written by 
Henry Block, President of H 
& R Block, Inc.) 

Death, divorce, or 
desertion create certain 
common problems in the 
payment of Federal income 
taxes, and there may be 
special tax filing rules for 
those affected. For tax 
purposes, a person who is 
legally separated or 
divorced on December 31 of 
the tax year is considered 
unmarried for the entire 
year. In addition, a spouse 
who has been abandoned 
will be considered a single 
person if he or she 
maintains his or her home 
for more than half the year 
for one or more dependent 
children and the abandoning 
spouse was not a member of 
the household during the tax 
year. Now the single status 
makes such a person 
eligible to file as an 
Unmarried Head of House¬ 
hold. 

CHILD CARE DEDUCTIONS 

A divorced woman, 

widow, single woman or 
deserted wife with custody 
of her dependent children 
can deduct the costs of child 
care necessitated by her 
absence from the home 
while working or seeking 
gainful employment. The 
tax code allows a deduction 
of up to $600 for one child or 
$900 for two or more, 
assuming that the children 
are under 13 years of age or 
if over 13 are physically or 
mentally incapable of 
caring for themselves. 
There is a possibility of a 
child care deduction for the 
working wife. 

EXEMPTIONS 

There is also a difference 
in the handling of 
exemptions in the case of 
divorce or death. One 
spouse cannot claim the 
other as a dependent in any 
case! On a joint return both 
husband and wife are 
regarded as being the 
taxpayers and each is 
allowed his own personal 
exemption (plus possible 
additional exemptions for 
age and blindness). Thus, if 
you were divorced on 
December 31, you cannot 
claim an exemption for your 
former spouse even though 
you may have supported 
that spouse for 364 days of 
the year, since you are not 
allowed to file a joint 
return. If, however, your 
spouse died during the year 
and you did not remarry 
before the end of the year, 
you would be able to file a 
joint return for the year of 
death, claiming the personal 
exemptions and any 
deductions or credits which 
would have been allowed to 
your deceased spouse.

separate maintenance 
payments may be deducted 
by the person making them 
if they are made according 
to the terms of a divorce 
decree, separation 
agreement or a written 
agreement connected with 
a divorce or separation; and 
if they are made in the 
discharge of the marital 
obligations (not repayment 
of a loan from one spouse to 
another) and are paid 
periodically for at least ten 
years or until death or 
remarriage of the spouse. 
Alimony payments may 
only be deducted if the 
taxpayer itemizes his 
deductions on Schedule A. 
Such deductible alimony 
payments must be included 
as taxable income on the tax 
return of the recipient on 
Schedule E (miscellaneous 
income). 

BENEFITS IN DEATH 

When a husband or wife 
dies, there are some tax 
benefits available to the 
surviving partner. If your 
spouse died during the year 
and you did not remarry, 
you may file a joint return 
with your deceased spouse 
assuming that you would 
have been eligible to file a 
joint return with him had he 
lived. 

In certain cases your tax 
benefits resulting from 
death may continue for 
another two years. If you 
are a surviving widow 
(widower) with a dependent 
child, you may be able to 
use the filing status of 
surviving spouse for the 
next two years. For these 
two years you will be able to 
use the tax rates which 
apply to married persons 
filing joint returns, but you 
would not be allowed to 
claim a personal exemption 
for your deceased spouse. 
For any subsequent years, 
you may be able to file as a 
Head of Household 
assuming that you are still 
maintaining a home for a 
dependent.

Cal State Tutorial Program 
Working With Local Children 


With advanced college 
textbooks in one arm, and a 
third grade reader in 
another, students at 
California State College, 
Fullerton are supple¬ 
menting their own education 
by volunteering as tutors for 
area grade school children. 

The students, 46 in all, 
have been organized by the 
Cal State Titan Tutorial 
Program to lend a helping 
hand to more than 100 grade 
school children attending 
schools in Anaheim, 
Placentia and Atwood. 

The Titan Tutorial 
Program is in its second 
year of reaching out to 
grade school students to 
help improve their basic 
skills in reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

The tutors donate from 
five to 15 hours a week 
workihg in this program. 
Some receive college credit 
for their work. 

The program is sponsored 
by the Associated Students, 
and alloted $1,400 from 
student funds to help cover 
the costs of supplies. 

Director of the program is 
Paul Hart, a 21-year-old 
senior from Tustin. 

Most of the tutors work as 
teacher’s assistants at 
Anaheim’s Jefferson and 
Washington Schools, and at 
McFadden School in 
Placentia. In this capacity, 
the students assist teachers 
by working with small 
groups of children. 


Another group of tutors 
regularly visit the Orange 
County Probation De¬ 
partment to work with a 
dozen teenagers there. 

A fifth group concentrates 
its efforts in the Atwood 
area, meeting with 
youngsters one night a week 
at the Calvary Church. Since 
these sessions are held 
outside of the regular school 
day, the tutors must first 
pick up their students at 
their homes and take them 
to the church, where a two- 
hour session is split between 
academics and art. 

The students are 
recommended by Van Buren 
School officials. 

A tutor and his student 
meet for the first time 
without books, and focus 
their attention on becoming 
acquainted with each other, 
Hart said. Once the initial 
gap is bridged, the tutors 
move ahead in assisting the 
students. 

The student budget 
doesn’t allow the purchase 
of all the needed materials, 
Hart said. Book donations 
have come from the 
Placentia Unified School 
District to help relieve the 
shortage, he said. 

“The tutors offer guides 
when the students do their 
homework. We don’t do it 
for them,” Hart 

emphasized, “We are more 
of a motivating force in the 
child’s education.”

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Catholics And Presbyterians 
Exchange Pastors Recently 


Groundbreaking Held For Evangelical Church 


There is a fence between 
St. Joseph’s Catholic 
Church, and Placentia 
Presbyterian Church which 
has for so long been the case 
between Roman Catholics 
and Protestants his¬ 
torically.
